Juventus coach Giovan- 
ni Trapattoni told me 
this when I discussed 
the brilliant Canberra 
Arrows striker with 
the Juventus maestro. 

I asked Trapattoni how 
serious Juventus would. 
be in offering Farina a 
trial 

He answered: ‘For 
me, yes, I would be in- 
terested. But every 
player coming to Juven- 
tus has to be the very 
best. 

“T would be happy to 
train this Farina boy. 
But my association would 
have to recommend him to 
me. 

“I must know he is of 
the best quality. Our 
players are the best in 
the world. 

“T know and have heard 
of this Frank Farina 
through talk and the 
newspapers,” he con- 
tinued. “I hope to 
see him in the Austra- 
lian team for myself.” 

I informed Farina of 
this invitation prior 
to Australia’s match 
with Juventus on 
Sunday. 

Farina smiled and said: 
“That would be abso- 
lutely wonderful for me 
and Australia. I can't 
believe they even 
knew I existed. 

“My ambition has al- 
ways been to become a 
full-time _ profes- 
sional.” 


When ASW broke the 
news to Canberra Arrows 
president Charles 
Perkins, he replied:

“Tam very proud of 
young Farina.” 


EDITORIAL 


THERE can be nothing but praise for the early 
results achieved by both Australian teams in 
the World Soccer Series. 

Is it too much to hope that, after many years 
of frustration, Australia has finally produced 
anational side ready to match some of the top 
national teams in the world? 

The Socceroos were close to that desirable 
aim in 1974 when Rale Rasic took his perfect- 
ly-drilled squad to West Germany for the 
World Cup. 

Unfortunately, Rasic was eliminated and it 
has taken Australia many years to. find a 
suitable coaching successor with the ability tc 
put a strong, talented, Socceroo team on the 
field, 

Les Scheinflug was heading in the right 
direction, building up a useful team which 
twice sailed into Asia to emerge with Singa- 
pore’s Merlion Cup. 

But Scheinflug was not given the opportuni- 
ty to take Australia through the eliminations 
for the 1986 World Cup in Mexico. He was 
given the sack for no apparent reason. 

The traumas of that period are now gone, 
though not forgotten. And in Frank Arok, 
Australia appears to have a national coach of 
considerable ability. AUSTRALIAN SOCCER 
WEEKLY wishes him luck. 

He will need plenty of luck to guide the 
Socceroos through a dangerous minefield of 
elimination contests before Mexico. 

Having praised the man at the top, let us not 
forget that, without maximum effort from his 
players, no coach in the world can succeed. 

The players have performed magnificently 
in both “A” and “B” teams. 

Perhaps it is unfair to single out names but 
there can be no denying the huge contribution 
which has come from players like Joe Watson, 
John Kosmina, Alan Davidson, David Mitch- 
ell, David Ratcliffe, Terry Greedy, Tony Fran- 
ken, the O’Shea brothers, Steve Blair and 
Jimmy Patikas. 

These and some others form the nucleus of 
what could be Australia’s best national team 
of the post-Rasic era. 

When a man like Ron Fenton, the coach of 
Nottingham Forest, says he was not surprised 
by Australia’s 3-2 win over mighty Glasgow 
Rangers, the time has come to sit up and take 
notice. 

Fenton also commented: “Australia is cap- 
able of beating anyone.” 

That is the nicest thing any visiting football 
VIP has said about the standard of Soccer in 
this country. What is more, we believe the 
Forest boss really meant it. 

So where do we go from here? Obviously 
there has to be a follow-up. The close-season 
tour of China and Europe is the next step. If 
that trip ids the sort of results we've en- 
joyed in the World Soccer Series, Australia 
can start thinking seriously about booking a 
hotel in Mexico 1986. 

To reach Mexico, it will require top coaching 
from Arok, outstanding and consistent per- 
formances from all his players and, perhaps 
almost as important, a period of stability in 
Soccer administration in this country. 

It has been said several times — and with 
good cause — that the code in Australia has a 
death wish, a great desire to self-destruct. 

If that nonsense persists among the ad- 
ministrators, we can forget Mexico. 

Top coaching and playing standards will 
count for little if the people running the game 
cannot get their act together. 

Let the big men at the ASF, NSL and State 
Federations heed the warning. 

They can inspire Australian Soccer success 
or they can be the saboteurs of the sport. 

ttis a big responsibility. We hope they can 
handle it.

AUSTRALIA brought off a magnificent 1-1 draw against Euro- 
pean Cup Winners Cup holders, Italy’s Juventus, in front of

Melbourne Cricket Ground. 


This was not an exhibi- 
tion match ... far from 
it, as it had bite, 
skills, excitement and 
non-stop action. 

Australia was magnifi- 
cent, driven forward by 
St George centre-back 
David Ratcliffe. 

Ratcliffe had the un- 
enviable task of shadow- 
ing Italian World Cup 
ace Paolo Rossi. So im- 
peccable, effective 
and lawful was Ratcliffe 
that Rossi could not get 
into the match at all. 

In fact after the 
match at the press con- 
ference, Rossi stated 
that his marker was ex- 
cellent and most pro- 
fessional in his 
duties. 


Proud 
Rossi could not shake 
off Australia’s ‘‘Gen- 
tile". For me, 
Ratcliffe would be the 
equal of Gentile, if 


not better — a player. 
Australia should be very 
proud of. 


In this series, as 
well as having to watch 
Rossi, Ratcliffe has 
also kept Nottingham 
Forest’s Garry Bir- 
ties scoreless. 

‘Another unsung Aus- 
tralian hero was Sydney 
Olympic striker Mar- 
shall Soper, who was in- 
volved in a spectacular 
incident in the 28th 
minute after colliding 
with the Juventus 
goalkeeper Stefano 
Tacconi. 

Soper said: ‘Frank 
Arok instructed me just 
to do my job and leave full 
control of the match to 
the referee and lin 
men.

Juventus equalised 
in the 79th minute as 
substitute Giovanni 
Koetting cracked a 20 
metre low drive that 
flashed just inside the 
post.

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SCOTS GO HOME ON 


A WINNING NOTE

GLASGOW RANGERS completed their Australian tour with a characteristic flourish by beating Eddie 
Thomson's national “B” team 4-2 in Newcastle. 


The Scots, looking 
very much at home on a 
crisp winter’s night 
and on a superb Macquarie 
Field playing surface, 
gave good value for the 
crowd of 6,292.

EDDIE THOMSON ’s Australia “B” side held Glasgow Rangers to a 
1-1 draw at Hindmarsh Stadium, Adelaide, in a match that was 
sprinkled with excitement, some flare-ups and enormous pressure 
from Rangers in the last 15 minutes. 


Star of the match for me 
was St George right mid- 
fielder Johnny O'Shea, 
who got through a tre- 
mendous amount of work 
with covering tackles, 

On no less than three 
occasions, O'Shea hurled 
himself into block tackles 
as Rangers players were 
lining up shots at goal. 

Besides O'Shea, his 
younger brother and stop- 
per, Michacl, was solid, 
and Australia’s twin strik- 
ers, Robbie Slater and 
Charlie Egan, looked 
highly dangerous with 
the little service they re- 
ceived, 

Rangers launched at- 
tack after attack and it 
looked only a matter of 
time before Australia 
would cave in. 


Wrath 


Skipper and centre- 
back, Tony Henderson, 
put in a couple of tackles 
that earned the wrath of 


the Rangers players as 
well as the referee, Jim 
Rossis. One such tackle 
was on classy striker San- 
dy Clark, which eared 
“Hendo” a yellow card in 
the 26th minute. 

Australia’s free-back, 
the supercool Alex 
Robertson, knocked a 
long through-ball wide to 
Slater in the 30th minute. 
Slater broke away to the 
byline and, as he was 
being shut down, man- 
aged to whip his cross to 
Egan. 

Instead of shooting from 
eight metres out, Egan 
stepped over the ball and 
left it for left midfielder, 
Marconi’s Tommy McCul- 
loch, who scored with a 
first-time side-footed shot. 

Australia’s jubilation 
lasted only three minutes 
as Rangers’ skipper John 
McClelland, from left- 
back, pushed up. From 25 
metres out on an angle, 
he blasted a low rocket 
shot to lock the scores at 


1-1, 

Mike O'Shea came very 
close to scoring with a 
header and later Egan 
sent in a great cross 
which Slater hit, only to 
see the ball cannon off the 
post.

Enormous pressure was 
thrust upon the Austra- 
lians as Rangers came 
again and again, but 
Australia held firm. 
Thomson took off the ex- 
hausted McCulloch, and 
released the pacey Jim 
Patikas with 13 minutes to 
the final bell.

THE big Juventus - Manchester United 
clash at the Sydney Cricket Ground ended 
0-0 on goals and 5-4 to the Italian 
champions on penalty-kicks. 

But whilst the game, played in front of a large 
midweek 24,286 crowd, was between two European 
sides, it pointed to the enigma that faces 
Soccer and the Socceroos’ World Cup campaign in 
Australia. ; 

There were skills galore, yet there was none 
of the bite of the Australia - Glasgow Rangers 
game on the same arena the previous Saturday. 

Careful Australian World Cup coaches need 
respectable build-up results almost as much as 
wins and, as so many times-in the past, defence 
will receive extra emphasis.

Yet, to capture a big public in Australia, 
the cut-and-thrust of attacking football is 
needed to counter Australian Rules and Rugby 
League. So that is the problem in a nutshell. 

Personally, I expected just what was served 
up on the night. Expect the subtleties 
rather than blood and thunder from a Juve that has 
just won its championship and the Cup Winners’ 
‘Cup over a 50-match season. 

My prior view was confirmed and indeed Austra- 
lian coach Frank Arok had the same attitude. 

“I can show you the video of the second half of 
the final against Porto and you will sce exactly 
the same Juventus pattern,” he said, 

Maybe a competition series in Australian 
would produce more fire works, but remember that 
Juventus could not be at their top after 
arriving only two days beforehand. 

But as for those who were there and missed the 
superb ball work of the great Polish star Zbig- 
niew Bonick, pity help them, 

Surely here was one of the great performers to 
come to this country. Then there was Benianino 
Vignola of the slide-rule pass, skyscraper Sergio

WHO’S AFRAID 
OF GENTILE? 


IT is unusual for a defender to win the fame that has come the way 


of Claudio Gentile. 


Like Pele before him, he 
is known world wide only 
by one name — Gentile. 

His first name is rarely 
used. 

The tough Juventus and 
Ttalian defender had his 
eqivalent in England's 
Nobby Stiles, who also 
participated in a World 
Cup winning team in 1966 
and was catapulated into 
world fame for his biting 
tackles — but not to the 
same extent as Gentile, 

Probably the only Aus- 
tralia similar to Gentile 
would be Manfred 
Schaefer, for years known 
as the “hard man” of Aus- 
tralian Soccer. 

Gentile personifies the 
modern defender who is 
able to be in constant 
challenge for the ball 
whenever a striker is re- 
ceiving it. 

At the highest level of 
the game the quality of 
the receiving skills of the 
strikers is crucial to their 
being able to survive such 
tight marking. 

The ability to turn on 
the ball is a great asset, 
one which Marshall 
Soper has developed to a 
fine degree for a big man. 

However, it is sharp- 


ness in getting first to the 
ball which tells of the 
quality of the players in 
modern attacker versus 
defender situations. 

Two or three inches will 
often make the difference 
between who gets the ball 
— defender or attacker. 

For the striker, these 
few inches can mean a 
flick on to a supporting 
player; to a defender 
nudging the ball out of 
play. 

The quality of passes to 
strikers can often be a tel- 
ling factor in whether pos- 
session of the ball is kept. 

Many players are hap- 
py to aim the ball in the 
general direction of the 
striker when the pass 
needs to be much more 
accurate and much more 
specific. 

If the defender is mark- 
ing on the right side of the 
striker the ball will often 
need to be passed to the 
striker’s left foot, away 
from the defender.

ny Haynes, then captain 
of England, played a ball 
to the left foot of our 
striker, who was unable 
to control it. 

Haynes abused 
striker. 

However, Jimmy Hill (of 
TV fame), who was also at 
Fulham, said: “You know 
he can’t use his left foot. 
Why do you pass it to that 
foot? Pass it to his good 
foot.” 

Haynes came back with 
a typical remark that the 
striker should be able to 
play with both feet if he 
called himself a profes- 
sional. 

However, that alterca- 
tion was an eye-opener to 
me. 

Certainly, the quality of 
service to the Australian 
strikers is very crucial 
during this international 
series and World Cup 
elimination games 
ahead. 

In Soper and John Kos- 
mina, Australia has prob- 
ably ‘its best-ever pairing 
of twin strikers.

They can also become 
quite crude if allowed to 
do so by naive referees. 

Protection of the play- 
ers, particularly strikers, 
from Soccer thuggery is 
vital if they are to produce 
the type of creative play 
and goals that spectators 
come to see. 

As a Soccer coach, I 
have always believed

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METRO LEAGUE WINS SUPPORT 


THIS WEEK, with the Metropolitan League competition for women’s teams a third the 
way through, we took a look at the reaction shown by the teams entered and the prediction 
by the president of the NSW Women’s Federation. 


Originally the “baby” of 
Alan Lytton, the senior 
coach for the NSW wo- 
men’s group, the contest 
came into being last year 
on a trial basis. 

His contention was that 
there should be a compet- 
ition which would provide 
girls with a greater test of 
their ability. 

His idea was chal- 
lenged at first when quite 
a number of affiliated as- 
sociations considered that 
this type of contest could 
not equal the inter-district 
representative competi- 
tion. 

For many years, the in- 
ter-district provided quali- 
ty contests where the 
cream of the district’s wo- 
men Soccer players pitted 
their skill against one 
another. 

It was from these games 
that most of the prospec- 
tive State players showed 
out. 

Looking back over the 
inter-district records, it 
was quite common to 
have a 10 — team com- 
petition with most of the 12 
associations taking part. 

Last year, however, 
sufficient support was 
raised to again place the 
matter before the man- 
agement of the Women’s 
Federation. 

By no means a unanim- 
ous decision by all associ- 
ations, the competition 
was accepted with reser- 
vations that it had to 
prove itself or once more 
be relegated to the “too 
hard” basket. 

After a certain amount 
of administrative prob- 
Jems such as teams with- 
drawing at the last mi- 
nute, the contest got un- 
derway with six teams 
playing — a far cry from 
the previously well- 
accepted inter-district 
competition. 


Viable 


However, the contest 
proved that it could be a 
viable proposition and 
was again given the go- 
ahead this year. 

But has it been ac- 
cepted as much as it 
should have been? 

Initially, Lal Byers, the 
NSW women’s competi- 
tion secretary, drew up a 
plan that would have 12 
teams taking part. Yet, 
through repeated with- 
drawals of teams for one 
reason or another, he had 
to re-draw five times be- 
fore arriving at a competi- 
tion, 

The contest opened 
with seven teams taking 
part, two from the Glades- 
ville-Hornsby Associa- 
tion, one from Manly- 
Warringah, one from St 
George, one from Hol- 
royd, one from Blacktown 
and a visiting team from 
the Central Coast associ- 
ation. 

That’s not many when 
there are approximately 
100 grade one teams in 
the Sydney metropolitan 
area. 

T asked Lal Byers what 
he thought of the Met-

ropolitan competition to 
date. 

“It was a bit of a mess to 
start with because of 
washed out rounds and 
postponed games, but it 
seems to have gone very 
well after that,” he said.

‘on the way out. It is a 
shame, but I really be- 
lieve that it will go.” 


Formed 


Mr Byers said he felt 
that the inter-district com- 
petition was formed so 
that the State coach could 
look at the prospects for 
State selection instead of 
just seeing them at the 
State Championships. 

“Looking at the inter- 
district and Metropolitan 
competitions, the old 
criteria that there is too 


much football comes 
back, and that eventually 
we will have to have 
these top teams playing 
on a Sunday instead of 
Friday nights. 

“T have suggested to 
‘our president, Mr Whit 
combe, that we move like 
the men have done in that 
we no longer have ini 
vidual clubs playing Fed- 
eration football. We will 


form, within our own Fé 
eration, an association 
football club.” 

Asked what would be 
the object of the scheme, 
Lal said that this then 
would be the Metropoli- 
tan League where your 
State players and other 
representative came out 
to play. 

He said this would give 
the State coach the ability 
to move within one circle 
and look at all his girls. 
The Under 17 coach 
would also be able to ob- 
serve as well because 
most of those girls played 
in that level. 

I asked Mr Byers about 
using the metropolitan 
teams as a curtain-raiser 
at an NSL match. 

“Any opportunities to

do this would be accepted 
immediately,” he said. 
“Any NSL secretary, 
especially in the Sydney 
area, could contact me on 
896 1837, and I would 
even re-schedule the 
games to accommodate 
them so that they would 
be assured of getting top 
matches. 

“If we could get two 
good games before an 
NSL crowd, it would let 
them see that the girls 
could really play good 
football.” 

Interest in the Met- 


ropolitan games played 
at local association 
grounds seem to have fal- 
len far short of expecta- 
tions, however. 

I asked Lionel Sneyd, 
the coach of the 
Budgewoi side, what had 
been the reaction of his 
girls to play in the Sydney 
‘competition. 

He said that the Met- 
ropolitan competition had 
come just at the right time 
for his girls. 

They were getting 
“browned-off” at the lack 
of competition in their 
own area and could not 
play in the Newcastle 
area. The team was get- 
ting disenchanted with 
going out each week and 
winning by a ‘“‘cricket 
score”, Mr. Sneyd said. 

“When the idea of play- 
ing in the Sydney compet- 
ition was raised, the girls 
were overjoyed,” he said. 

For a final comment, I 
contacted the president of 
the NSW Women’s Feder- 
ation, Phil Whitcombe, for 
his impressions. 

He said that more 
people were starting to 
recognise it as the top 
competition. In his own 
association, Holroyd, Mr 
Whitcombe said there 
had been a special meet- 
ing of clubs where the 
emphasis was placed on 
the juniors being pre- 
pared so that they could 
play in the Metro league. 

This was a very good 
sign, because although 
there were early indica- 
tions of people wanting to 
shun the competition, Mr 
Whitcombe said that al-

Rush refused to rush! 

He was playing for 
Chester at the time and 
Bob Paisley fancied him a 
lot. Terms were agreed

$500,000 — but Liverpool 
insisted Rush had to sign 
within 48 hours, before 
the transfer deadline. 


Rush was 18 at the time 
and he had the choice of 
joining Manchester City, 
Spurs or Liverpool. 


He told Paisley he 
wanted more time to think 
about the move. 


Rush then worried that 
he might have missed the 
bus, but exactly one 
month after the first Liver- 
pool offer, Paisley re- 
turned to Chester and, 
this time, the boy was 
signed up. 

It took him a long time 
to settle. After Rush’s first 
season at Anfield, Paisley 
complained he was not 
“doing his stuff.” A trans- 
fer was discussed and 
Rush almost switched to 
Crystal Palace.
